utterly ruinous an Experience, with unanimous 


_Confent and earneft Refolation, will, that fo dan- 


gerous a Power fhall for the future entirely be abo- 
lifhed, reverfed, and annulled ; and declare here- 
by, that whoever by indire&t and fecret Prattices, 
or. open Force, fhall endeavour to make himfelf ab. 
folute, hall forfeit the Crown, and be confidered 
as an Enemy ef the Kingdom : And that whoever 
of us fhail.in any manner confent; of fuffer himfelf 
to be made inftrumental for introducing again fuch 
an abfolute Government, fhall be treated without 
‘Mercy, and punifhed as a Traytor to his Country 5 
nor fhall any body, either Clergyman or Layman, 
exercife a publick Employment great or {mall, or 
difcharge any Truft within the Kingdom of Swe- 
den, unlefs be has taken a corporel Oath for ab-

Good of our moft gracious Queen and the immor- 
talizing of her Name, as alfoto the reftoring Wel- 
fare and a joyful Peace to the Nation. . 
‘Whereas we for us and on the Part of our Fel- 
low Subjects left at home, have unanimoufly found 
good, confented and agreed to all this ingly, and 
on the whole, and fhall and are willing fteadfaftly 
to obferve it as true and faithful Subjects ;  there- 
fore we the abovefaid Senators and States of the 
Kingdom of Sweden, have figned it with our own 
Hands, and put our Seals toit. Done at Stock- 
holm the 2:f of February, in the Year of our 
Lord, 1709. ‘

Letters from Scotland adyife, that the late Lord 
Seaforth, Earl Marifchal, Marquis of Tullibardin, 
and fome other Rebels, have landed with fome 
Men in the County of Rofs in the North: They 
are fuppofed to have come from Port-Paffage. Up- 


on this Advice, we are inform’d, it, has beeo re- 


folved to fend to Scotland the 3 Dutch Batallions 
which a few Days ago imbarked at Will!amftade 
and have landed near Newcaftle; and alfo the two 
Swifs Regiments whieh came into the Thames and 
have been quartered in Effex. This may the 
more eafily and fafely be done, becaufe this Morn- 
ing Letters arrived from Paris, which relate, that. 
by Advices from , Madrid it appears at length that 
the Spanifh Fleet has been difperfed, and that fome 
have put into Cadiz, others into the Ports of Portu- 
gal, and others into thofe of Bifcay and Galicia, all 
in avery fhattered Coudition. By the fame Let- 
ters we have alfo an important Piece of News, 
namely, that a Detachment from the Duke of Ber- 
wick’s Army, coofifting of 12 Batallions and 400 
Horfe, commanded by the Marquis de Silly, have 
taken Port Paffage, and burnt 6 large Men of War 
which they found there on the Stocks almoft finifh- 
ed ; after which the French fent from thence to 


Bayone, a vaft Quantity of Materials cf all forts 


for building and rigging of Ships, with a confide- 
table Numberof Caanon. It is remarkable, that 
not one Man of the faid Detachmert deferted, or 
committed the leaft Diforder 5 and that the French 
having difperfed Manifeftoes, fetting forth, that 


‘they were not come as Enemies, nor to make Con- 


quefts, but to maintain the Privileges of the People 


-of Spain, the Inhabitants of that Part of the Coun- 


try appeared well fatisfied, and. kept quiet in their 
Houfes, The like Succefs may be expe&ted when 
the French Army fhall pafs into Catalonia, the 
Spaniards being very weak on that,Side : Which 
cannot fail of entirely confounding that Part of the 
Scheme of Cardinal Alberoni, which was founded 
on his Notion, that the French Troops would not 
do their Duty.
